As a matter of fact, Albania is a 
network of mountain tribes under 
hereditary chieftains, each of whom la 
independent of the rest and of all the 
world, and they do not want any 
other form of institutions.

They are natural fighters, and esteem 
no privilege higher than the privilege 
of warfare among themselves, tribe 
against tribe.

Villa'* Haunt la Still Isolated. 


Northern Mexico again is safe to 
spots, and almost sane. Banditry no 
longer is profitable. Towns and ranches 
have been looted and relooted until 
there Is nothing left worth taking. 
Foreigners, except the Germans, who 
were driven there for safety, have 
abandoned the country to its fate and 
starvation faces the whole people. 
Unable to get food from the United 
States, Mexico now has begun to raise 
Its own food. Order has been restored 
lo many parts of the republic, more 
especially in the states of the north, 
and men who for six years have given 
no thought to peaceful vocation now 
•re working in fields, mines or fac­ 
tories and are contributing their labor 
to the efforts of the government to 
restore normal conditions in the coun­ 
try. 
World conditions make the task of 
rehabilitating Mexico a gigantic one. 
The country has no finances, and be­ 
cause of the war'cannot borrow where 
formerly money was easy to obtain. 
The Carranza government, falling In 
every effort to float a loan, has ap­ 
pealed to the patriotism of the people 
and has started a campaign for a 
popular loan which all classes are 
supposed to help raise, workers by 
giving a portion of their wuges, sol­ 
diers by relinquishing one day’* pay I 
each month and mining and ranching 
companies, merchants, manufacturers 
and bankers by submitting to increased 
taxation. 
Progress la Still Blow. 
Apparently a sincere effort is being 
made by Mexicans generally to return 
to peace and prosperity, but the diffi­ 
culties are admittedly great, and re­ 
ports from interior states show that 
progress I# slow*. The greatest handi­ 
cap la the refusal of American and j 
British mine owners to reopen their 
properties. 
Despite claims set forth 
by the Mexican government’s publicity 
department that all American-owned 
mines in Chihuahua have resumed ac­ 
tivity, most of the American mining 
men who formerly were in Mexico now 
are in Arizona, New Mexico or on the 
border, operating mines on the Ameri­ 
can side or waiting for Mexico to lift 
toe heavy burden of taxation which t 
bas been placed upon forelgn-owned 
mines by the Carranza government. 
The cry of Mexican* for a “Mexico 
for Mexicans” bus been answered. 
There are few foreigners in Mexico, 
although now there Is apparently a 
disposition by some former foreign 
residents of the republic to return 
there. 
Americans who have returned from 
trips of inspection into the interior 
say anti-American feeling appears to 
have subsided and that in Its place 
now Is a desire to get the American 
money which once made Mexicans 
prosperous. 
The states of Chihuahua and Bo­ 
num always largely dependent upon 
foreign money and foreign energy to 
carry on thetr Industrial activity are 
bidding now* for a return of the Amer­ 
icans. In Bonum the notorious Cam- I 
era de lo* (toreros or labor council 
which proved so troublesome to Amer­ 
ican mining men by its demands has 
been abolished by Gov. C. G. Horiano 
In an edict just issued at Hermosiilo. 
In place of the obnoxious council has 
been substituted a committee of eon* 
ciliation appointed by the state govern­ 
ment which has none of the arbitrary 
powers of the former council. 
Bonum mines, notably the Cananea 
properties the largest lo the state, 
show no signs yet of resumption, bul 
Mexican officials say they have been 
encouraged to believe that a general 
resumption of mining la shortly to be 
expected.

With little money available, the work 
to difficult, but already eleven high­ 
ways have undergone improvement, 
which make* them at least capable of 
bearing traffic.

Strength of the Marine corps has 
been based to a grout extent upon tho 
needs of the state department. 
It ha-j 
been Increased from time to time us 
Ihe result of the Intimate connection 
between the nation's foreign policy In I 
a certain particular and the necessary 
to r k connected therewith. 
The Marine corps Is the only branch 
of our military service whose strength 
In times of peace has been based 
on 
a 
specific 
state 
policy. 
T here 
has scarcely been a year since tho 
w ar of *98 that a large expeditionary 
force of marines bos not bern sent to 
gome revodutlonnry-rldden country to 
the south of us. 
Its mission, In short. Is to quell such 
Insurrection*, bring about the reign of 
law. order and geed government, th ere­ 
by denying to any foreign power the, 
b a st possible excuse to violate the 
Monroe doctrine, as would surely havq 
been the case In a number of Instances 
trad we allowed foreign Interest* to 
suffer during such Insurrection*.
